BRICKER  Social  unit  plead 
guilty  to  three  of  four  charged 
violations  of  rules  before  the 
Inter-organizational  Coun  c i 1 
Penal  Court  Thursday  evening. 
Verdict  on  the  fourth  infrac- 
tion and  sentence  were  withheld 
for  one  week. 

The  unit  was  charged  with 
interfering  with  classes  on  Feb. 
1,  failing  to  schedule  a goat- 
ride  on  Feb.  2,  holding  an  in- 
itiation activity  after  10  p.m.  on 
Feb.  2,  and  staging  a public  dis- 
play in  poor  taste  on  Jan.  31. 

NED  HOOPES,  Brickor  presi- 
dent, acted  as  representative  for 
the  unit  and  plead  guilty  to  the 
first  three  counts  of  the  charge. 
Dick  Devey,  acting  as  defense 
attorney  for  the  unit,  admitted 
that  a display  involving  a "mock 
still”  was  staged  on  Jan.  31  im- 
mediately after  the  devotional 
that  day,  but  he  argued  that  it 
was  "not  in  poor  taste.
